WHEREAS, the latest information from the United State Center for Disease Control reveals that 
Tennessee is one of the leading providers of abortion to women living outside its bordeis, 

WHEREAS, the Republican Party Platform provides, in pertinent part: 

Faithful to the "self-evident" truths enshrined in the Declaration of Independence, we 
assert the sanctity of human life and affirm that the unborn child has a fundamental 
individual right to life which cannot be infringed. . , . We oppose using public revenues to 
promote or perform abortion or fund organizations which perform or advocate it and will 
not fund or subsidize health care which includes abortion coverage. 

Whereas, every Republican member of the 106 th and 107 th General Assembly of the State of 
Tennessee voted for Senate Joint Resolution 127, now known as proposed Amendment 1 to the 
Constitution of the State of Tennessee, 

WHEREAS, Amendment 1 will be on the general election ballot for November 4, 2014, 

WHEREAS, Amendment 1 , if approved by the voters of Tennessee, would make the 
Constitution of the State of Tennessee neutral on the issue of abortion and return authority ovei 
abortion policy to the people of Tennessee through their elected representatives, subject to me 
requirements of the United States Constitution, 

WHEREAS, Amendment 1, if approved by the voters of Tennessee, would make clear that 
nothing in the Constitution of the State of Tennessee requires the funding of any abortion by 
Tennessee's taxpayers from state and local tax collections, 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Tennessee Republican Party State Executive 
Committee urges all Republicans in the State of Tennessee to vigorously support the adoption ot 
Amendment 1 ,

Whereas the stated purpose of the Tennessee Republican Party is to elect Republican 
candidates to office and foster good citizenship; and

faith in the process is undermined when leaders put their own ambition ahead of the

Whereas the Tennessee Republican Party believes good government and the people's 
faith in the process is undermined by elected officials who gain power through betrayal

Whereas dishonor, deception and betrayal undermine and negate the core values of the 
Tennessee Republican Party; and 

Whereas the Tennessee Republican Party raised and invested an historic amount of funding for 
the state legislative races from supporters across the state on the promise that it would be 
spent on an all-out effort to win a majority in both houses of the state legislature; and 

Whereas the Tennessee Republican Party won a majority in the state House; and 

Whereas the supporters, voters and donors of the Tennessee Republican Party have a

Existing bylaws 

Article II, Section 4. The following shall apply to endorsement of candidates in 
contested elections: 

A. Neither the Executive Committee as a body, nor the Officers, nor 
the TRP's paid staff members, nor a County Republican Party or Executive Committee as 
a body, nor County Republican Party Chairmen shall endorse a Republican candidate in a 
contested primary election. The foregoing prohibition against endorsements shall not 
prohibit endorsement of a Republican opponent of a Republican candidate who, as a 
member of the General Assembly, voted for any redisricting plan opposed by the 
Tennessee Republican Party either through the Executive Committee, the State 
Chairman, or the Tennessee Republican Party's legal counsel. 



Proposed Amendment 

Article II, Section 4. The following shall apply to endorsement of 
candidates in contested elections: 

A. Neither the Executive Committee as a body, nor the Officers, nor 
the TRP's paid staff members, nor a County Republican Party or Executive Committee as 
a body, nor County Republican Party Chairmen shall endorse a Republican candidate in a 
contested primary election. 

The exceptions to the above prohibition against endorsements are as 
follows : 

1) The foregoing prohibition against endorsements shall not 
prohibit endorsement of a Republican opponent of a 
Republican candidate who, as a member of the General 
Assembly, voted for any redistricting plan opposed by the 
Tennessee Republican Party either through the Executive 
Committee, the State Chairman, or the Tennessee 
Republican Party's legal counsel. 

2) The foregoing prohibition against endorsements shall not 
prohibit endorsement of a Republican opponent of a 
Republican candidate who, as a member of the General 
Assembly, voted for a person who was not the nominee of 
the Republican Caucus of that House, for any officer of that 
House.

Republican Party hereby instructs the Bylaws and Rules Subcommittee to review, and consider 
proposing an appropriate amendment to, the Bylaws of the Tennessee Republican Party in order 
to implement and effectuate this Resolution; and 

BE IT, FURTHER, RESOLVED that this Resolution shall be spread upon the minutes of 
the Tennessee Republican Party and become a permanent part of its records.

Existing bylaws 

Article VI, Section 5. All Subcommittee positions shall automatically terminate, and 
shall be subject to reappointment, upon the election or re-election of the State Chairman. 



Proposed Amendment 

Article VI, Section 5. The State Chair, upon election or re-election, shall appoint all 
Subcommittee Chairman and members in accordance with Article VI, Section 3 of these Bylaws. 
All Subcommittee Chairman and members shall serve on the Subcommittee until such time as 
their successors are duly appointed, except in cases of resignation or removal.
